This ccurse is cne of the first steps in the reorganization and improvement of 
the system cf prefecturel public health labcratorics and it is impcrtant that all 
directcrs attend, Training cf technicians in the new standard methods will be con- — 
Gucted in subsequent courses at the Institute of Public Health according tc = 
schedule peony announced (Section I, Bulletin No. 148).

Streptemycin for Research on Animal Diseases 


The Vhespaneuttent and Supply Bureau, Ministry cf Welfare, transferred 366 gre 
ef contraband streptomycin to the custody cf the Animal Hygiene Section, Ministry of 
Agriculture and Forestry, on 4 April. It will be utilized in studying its effect o 
animal diseases and is the first such opportunity cffered the Japanese. The first 
preject will be te determine the effect cf streptomycin cn calves that are pcsitive 
reactors tc the tuberculin test. Many cattle when returning a positive reaction to — 
the tuberculin test are only slightly affected, and in these cases where the animals 
are veluable, curative measures may be pppeible te prevent their destruction, there- 
by preserving important blocd lines. The seccnd preject will be a study cf the ther: 
apeutic effect of streptomycin against swine erysipelas. 


Importaticn of Angcra Rabbits 


A shipment of 399 Angore rabbits consisting cf 214 males and 185 females arrive 
Haneda Airport cn 28 March from Vancouver, Canada, These rabbits are tc be utilized 
for breeding purpeses in the imprevement of the current Angora stcck cn hand. 


Inspection of Tanning Establishments 


_ The officials of the Animal Hygiene Secticn, Ministry cf Agriculture end Fores=- 
try, were instructed tc continue the inspecticns of all tanneries curing imperted 
hides for domestic use. Emphasis was placed on the impertence of ccntrolling the _ 
waste waters and tanning solutions discarced following the tanning precess. Inspec= 
ticns have been made frequently, and quarantine centrcl cfficials have been exercis- 
ing control over the receipt, inspection, and transpcrtation of all impcrted hides, 
_ Smuggled hides have been confiscated and ccntrol maintained over them until released 

as a tanned product. The dispesal of discarded tanning soluticns inte streams may 
serve as health hazards, and when this condition is found, inspectors are tc ccntact | 
public hcalth officials whe will take corrective acticn in reducing the polluticn, © 


Livestcck Hygiene Service Center Law 


The Livestock Hygiene Service Center Law was promulgated on 18 March, and Mini 
try of Agriculture and Forestry Ordinance Ne. 29 established the enfcreement regula- 
tions 29 March, This law will ecntribute twc factcrs in the ecntrol cf animal di- 
seases: (1), establish animal service centers thrcughcut the ccuntry which will be © 
permanently staffed by prefectural. and national animal disease contrel officials, 
and (2), the facilities cf the service center will be available tc private practi- 
‘ ticners located in the service center area.

Live Beith: There were 258,129 Live. births in January compared with 264,825 
last month. The birth rate: increased 26 percent from 29.3 in December tc 37.0 cur- 
rently. This was a smaller increase than in previous years, due in part te the ~ 
change in the methed cf reporting age. A high birth rate in January has been typi- 
cal for Japan due to the practice of registering many December events as if they 
curred in January in order to prevent the babies from becoming cne year older cn- 
lst of January. The European system of counting age went into effect on 1 January 
1950. The current live birth rate (37,0) was 21 percent below that (46.7) in Janu- 
ary last year, 20 percent below the rate (46.3) in the same mcnth of 1948, end 17 
vercent less than the January median rate (44.5) for the 7 year period 1935-1941. | 


The birth rate for all "shi" combined (35.3) was 7 percent less than the rate- 
(37.8) for all "gun", About two-thirds of the prefectures (31) had rates within — 
plus cr minus 10 percent of the national average. Seven were higher and eight were 
lower. Three prefectures, Saga (45.8), Hokkaide (45.4) and iliyazaki (45.2) had ~ 
rates more than 20 percent above the national, The lowest prefectural rate was re~
